Washington, Feb . 4.—According to 
reports received hero from Honduras, 
several hundred Americans now' re­ 
siding in that country are aw'aiting 
with a great deal of anx iety the de­ 
cision of the United States officials as 
to w’hether the ex tradition treaty re­ 
cently entered into b y 
the 
United 
States and Honduras is to b e retro­ 
active. 
Wliiie there are many Americans in 
Honduras w'lio are there in the inter­ 
ests of trade and commerce, perhaps 
the majority are refugees from jus­ 
tice who has thus 
far 
successfully 
eluded the long arm of the lawr and 
escaped piuiislinient for crimes com­ 
mitted in the states. 
Until the recent ex tradition treaty 
was signed Honduras was the 
last 
refuge for American criminals in the 
western 
hemisphere, 
and 
unknown 
hundreds have taken 
advantage 
of 
that fact. 
Living under assumed names, some 
in direct poverty and some enjoying 
the fniits of ill-gotten wealth, many 
famous or iufamous Aiiierican crimi­ 
nals, are to b e found in the Hondu- 
ranean c'apital and in 
the 
smab er 
cities and villages. 
If it is decided that 
tiie 
recent 
treaty is retroactive, some of these 
refugees may b e b rought b ack to the 
United Slates for trial. It is realized, 
however, that it would now' b e a diffi­ 
cult matter to b ring ab out the convic­ 
tion of most of the refugees, and it is 
prob ab le that the officials will decide 
that the criminals will b e sufficiently 
punished b y having to live out their 
lives ill Honduras.
